issues of material fact,” 
Jones wrote in the recom- 
mendation. He goes on: to 
explain that the Town satis- 


fied the requirements 
regarding the Petitioners’ 
complaints. 


While the recommendation 
is not a final decision in the 
matter, the Crier recently 
reported Ed Coletta, 
spokesman for the 
Massachusetts DEP, as say- 
ing, “The majority [of 
cases] are adopted with the .

‘To increase local aid, busi- 
ness needs to do better . These 
business organizations recent- 
ly gave my opponent failing 
grades: Citizens for Limited 
Taxation 56%; Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts 
50%; National Federation of 
Independent Businesses, 36%. 
His opposition to healthcare 


reform for municipal employ- ° 


ees and his support of unioniz- 
ing child care providers both 
add to the financial burdens of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury’s 
working families.

James Miceli: 


First and foremost, ini- 
tiatives that would benefit 
both communities are 
more jobs, a better econo- 
my, an increase in local 
aid and an emphasis on a 
fair Chapter 70 formula. 
More state aid to help 
communities fund educa- 


tion, police and_ fire 
accounts is essential. 
Construction of 


Wilmington High School 
should be under construc- 
tion before the next ses- 
sion. Hopefully, local offi- 
cials, citizens and state 
officials will be resolved. 

My opponent, Doug 
Sears, is the only sitting 
member of the current 
Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen who voted to 
insert an article in the

Walter Zenkin: 

The problem with state 
government is not a lack of 
legislation. Massachusetts is 
the nation’s second most 
costly state in which to do 
business. A major reason for 
this is over-regulation. More 
rules and regulations aren’t 
going to create jobs and eco- 
nomic growth. What we 
need to do is manage pro- 
grams better. 

The Massachusetts House 
Committee on Post Audit 
and Oversight must reexam- 
ine all aspects of state gov- 
ernment. Guidelines need to 
be established for measur- 
ing delivery of services. 
Customer-service oriented 
managers, who work within 
the budgets of their depart- 
ments, should be incen- 
tivized. Likewise, we should 
penalize those who ignore 
the best interests of taxpay- 
ers and promote antiquated 
processes. The solution is 
not to throw more money at 
programs and hope they’ll 
perform better, but rather 
it’s to make government 
operate more efficiently. 

Most regulations are well- 
meaning, but many have 
adversely impacted families, 
workers, jobs, businesses 
and taxpayers. We must ini- 
tiate a comprehensive 
cost/benefit analysis to all

from excessive regulations 
and the burdens of prohibi- 
tive costs. If we do this, jobs 
will be created and tax rev- 
enues will grow.

October of 1983 by Ayer. He

Greg 
Trerotola, 55, of Andover, said 
that it was one of his greatest 
concerns. He identified him- 
self as an independent voter 
and a fiscal conservative. He 
later told the Crier that he 
would be voting for President 
Obama and ~=_— Elizabeth 
Warren. He had yet to decide 
on this Congressional race. 

He engaged in a lively dis- 
cussion with Tisei, noting 
that both parties have been 
responsible for raising the 
debt. 

Tisei agreed. 

The discussion later moved 
to ‘Obamacare’, which Tisei 
said will add 18 tax increases.

¢ his week the Town 
: Crier received multi- 

ple complaints from 
residents who_ personally 
witnessed deeply troubling 
actions on the active picket 
line along Main Street in 
recent weeks. In particular, 
it shows that some individ- 
ual striking Teamsters have 
choosen instead to hurl 
some of the most hateful, 
demeaning language at 
women drivers crossing the 
line at Xpedx. 

‘Teamsters Local 25 is strik- 
ing against the local branch 
of national packaging, print- 
ing, and facility distributor 
Xpedx. 

Teamsters on site, under- 
standably not willing to 
speak on the_ record, 
referred Crier reporters to 
the union president. 

But he wasn’t 
either. 

Despite multiple calls by 
this newspaper to Teamsters 
Local 25 leader Sean 
O’Brien, and the promise of 
a press release explaining 
their actions, no communi- 
cation from the striking 
workers was released until 
yesterday, after I made a 
final call to the central 
offices. 

Understanding that labor 
contract negotiations are 
typically ‘confidential, I 
asked for a general sense of 
why the union is on strike 
and I asked for a comment 
on the behavior of some of 
the men on the picket line. 

“Teamsters Local 25 con- 
tinues to be on strike with 
xpedx because of the compa- 
nies (sic) refusal to negoti- 
ate a fair contract,” said 
Sean M. O’Brien, presi- 

ent/principal office of 
eamster Local 25, via 

ail. “xpedx has no regard 
for their worker’s (sic) ben- 
efits, especially health care 
and job security, and would 
rather spend thousands of 
dollars on _ replacement 
workers when they have a 
skilled, committed work- 
force ready to resume work 
once our needs are met.” 

"Teamsters Local 25, found-

She did not respond by 
press time either, 36 hours 
later.

silent on the misogynist lan- 
guage, some picketers are 
doing plenty of shouting. 
Shouting vile epithets rep- 
resenting the very worst lan- 
guage, at young women driv- 
ing to work Monday morn- 


ing. 

Shouting, red in the face, 
and so loudly that patrons of 
neighboring businesses and 
drivers on the street, some 
with children in their vehi- 
cles on the way to school at 
7:30 a.m., had to listen to the 
ignorant hate speech. 

It would seem a ‘war on 
women’ is being waged on 
Main Street in Wilmington. 
Readers’ reporting the 
actions they saw, some of 
which are reflected. in the 
Two Cents column on page 6, 
said those hurling the worst 
language reportedly 
laughed after terrorizing 
their victims. 

“We have engaged coun- 
selors from International 
Paper’s Employee 
Assistance Program to help 
our team members manage 
the stress of this situation,” 
wrote Xpedx 
Communications Manager 
Lisa Jonas in a statement 
via email to the Crier. “Our 
goal continues to be to bar- 
gain in good faith and reach 


an agreement that is fair ’ 


and ‘equitable ‘for ‘our 
employees and for our busi- 
ness.” 

Teamsters are well-known 
for doing so many good 
things in their communities 
nationwide and including 
Wilmington. In particular, 
the Teamsters have offered 
significant support to often- 
profiled local charity iPods 
for Wounded Veterans, 
which was founded by 
Teamster members who are 
also Vietnam veterans. The 
Crier has always strongly 
supported the work of these 
men who do so much to 
make the lives of wounded 
veterans a little easier and 
we will continue to do so. 

That kind of work, and the 
goodwill it generates, is 
diminished when a striking 
member harangues ‘women 
in Wilmington streets. 

Consider how the women 
politicians endorsed by the 
Teamsters Local 25 might 
feel about members yelling 
nasty epithets at their 
female targets. How do 
women Teamsters feel about 
this language? How do some 
of the husbands and fathers 
on this picket line feel about 
this language? 

In the end, I do not know 
the minute details of the 
contract problems _ that 
brought the union to take a 
job action. I don’t know if 
Xpedx is a just and fair 
employer, or not. Their con- 
flict is a private business 
matter between the parties.

pretty or comforting site but not surprising since much of 


our interstate highway 
system was built during 
the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. We all remember 
about 5 years ago when a 
bridge in Minneapolis had 
a catastrophic collapse. It 
made headlines on the 
national news for a week 
but then the media gave 
Americans what they 
want--- videos of the latest 
Hollywood star entering 
rehab or a new reality 
show. 

But not all of our aging 
infrastructure is visible. 
A labyrinth of old water 
pipes is deteriorating 
right beneath our feet; a 
casualty of the out of 
sight, out of mind princi- 
ple. Only when a pipe 
bursts on a busy street 
does anyone think about 
our hidden infrastructure. 
Showers are interrupted, 
traffic is snarled and 
school buses are late. 
Welcome to our future. 

Here in New England, 
many of the water sys- 
tems trace their roots 
back 75 -100 years. In 


some towns, the original cast iron water pipes are still in 
service today bringing water to homes and businesses. And 
with a design life of 60 to 75 years, these pipes are on bor- 


rowed time. 


Aging water and sewer systems are now faced with more 
stringent federal environmental regulations and require 
more public investment. Over the years, many professional 
organizations have tried to call attention to the sad state of 
our infrastructure. One such group, the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, has been rating the nation’s infrastruc- 
ture on a regular basis for many years. In its latest report 
card, our water and sewer systems received a grade of D. 
This is not a reflection on the people who operate and main- 
tain the systems with limited budgets but rather a lack of 
political will to make some hard decisions and spend money 
to upgrade these components of everyday life.

Raise a homeowner’s annual $400 water bill 
by 10% and a firestorm is created. The cable company 
meanwhile can increase its monthly $100 bill by 10% and 
people check to see if there are any new channels. 

As homeowners we wouldn’t jeopardize the investment in 
our houses by not keeping up with the maintenance and 
making necessary repairs and upgrades. As “owners” of a 
municipal water system, we need to have that same mind- 
set. 

Infrastructure investment has been pushed near the bot- 
tom of the political priority list. We cannot accommodate 
the anticipated growth over the first half of the 21st century 
with water systems that were built in the early 20th centu- 
ry. How and when we address the challenges will impact 
public health, public safety and economic growth of future 


generations.

Barbara and 
the Inspector General con- 
tinued to work with key state 
officials to legally and tact- 


fully disengage from the 
contract with the cell tower 
company. Throughout the 
entire process, Barbara was 
able to mediate a tough situ- 
ation, bring competing 
interests together, and suc- 
cessfully prevent the tower. 

There is no doubt that our 
neighborhood's success is 
owed to Barbara's ability to 
build bridges, start a conver- 
sation, and bring people 
together. We remain 
impressed by Barbara's 
capacity to navigate politics 
and build the relationships 
to get things done. It was 
evident that she had earned 
the respect of the state offi- 
cials we encountered, 
including those with con- 
flicting interests.

recoiimended decision.” 

Typieally the DEP 
Commissioner adopts the 
recommendation of the 
Presiding Officer in a case, 
or may adopt with amend- 
ments. Occasionally the 
commissioner will send a 
recommendation back to the 
officer with matters to 
resolve. 

However, the 
Commissioner’s final deci- 
sion in the matter is subject 
to} rights of reconsideration 
and ‘appeal to a superior 
court: Once the DEP 
Commissioner makes the 
final decision, DEP is done 
with*the case. 

The ‘Town started working 
toward a new high school in 
December, 2010. By March of 
the: next year, after conduct- 
ing’ a feasibility study, an 
alternative analysis for loca- 
tions and renovation options, 
the : ‘building committee 
approved the option to build 
a new school adjacent to the 
current school for the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority’s 
(MSBA) approval. On Nov. 
16, 2011, the deal was sealed: 
the final budget clocked in at 
approximately $83 million, 
the MSBA agreed to pay just 
over 52 percent leaving the 
town to pay $44 million. 

Voters overwhelmingly 
approved the project and its 
all in December, 2011. 


Over the course of 2012, the 
Petitioners have appealed 
the high school building 
project several times. The 
most recent appeal, which 
Jones just issued his 
Recommended Final 
Decision regarding, was in 
response to the Superseding 
Order of Conditions (SOC) 
issued by the Massachusetts 
DEP in July. 

According to Jones’ recom- 
mendation, the Petitioners 
expressed three major argu- 
ments: (1) the requirement 
for an alternatives analysis 
for work in the riverfront 
area was not satisfied, (2) 
mitigation for work in the 
riverfront area is deficient, 
and (3) chemicals in the 
base materials of the artifi- 
cial turf field, “crumb rub- 
ber” from ground up tires, 
will leach into and affect the 
riverfront area and ground- 
water that feeds drinking 
water wells. 

Jones favored the evidence 
provided by the Town and 
the Massachusetts DEP in 
all instances. 

“IT find that the Town satis- 
fied the requirement for an 
alternatives analysis for 
work in the Riverfront Area 
under 310 CMR 10.58, the 
proposed mitigation for 
work in the Riverfront Area 
is sufficient under 310 CMR 
10.58, and the work in the 
Riverfront Area will not 
adversely impact the 


Riverfront Area and its abil- 
ity to protect the groundwa- 
ter,” Jones wrote. 

Jones did suggest a condi- 
tion be added to the Final 
Order of Conditions that out- 
lines protocol and duration 
of testing to ensure the 
chemical stability and safety 
of the artificial turf field 
materials. The Final Order 
of Conditions will be issued 
by the DEP once the 
Commissioner makes the 
final decision regarding the 
appeals. 

In a recent email, George 
Lingenfelter, a member of 
the Ten Resident Group, told 
the Crier that the affidavit of 
one of the Town’s experts, 
originally submitted to the 
DEP on September 20, was 
missing two pages of the 
seven-page document. 
Lingenfelter said the Ten 
Resident Group was not 
aware of the content of the 
missing pages until October 
2. Lingenfelter said although 
he prepared his re-evaluated 
testimony and was ready to 
submit it by October 4, Jones 
did not allow the group suffi- 
cient time to respond to the 
newly acquired information.

Wilnington's Hiller 
(House heritage chilling

- WILMINGTON - The outer 
coffins rested on brass lions’ 
paws, stood over five feet 
high: and weighed over 2000 
pounds. On the ends of the 
coffins were many images, 
including angels, cupids, 
dragons, bats, lizards and an 
owl with a mouse in its 
talons. 

On the covers of the coffins 
there. were carved vines 
wrapping around the edge, 
leading to a skull, with a 
lizard creeping out one eye 
socket. 

This was not the setting for 
an’ -elaborate Halloween 
party. The coffins were 
those of Dr. Henry Hiller 
and his wife, Dr. France 
Hiller. And they are buried 
in Wildwood Cemetery in 
Wilmington.

years since the Hillers 
moved to Wilmington. In 
town history, there is no 
stranger story than that of 
“The Casket Lady,” a story 
with many twists and turns. 

France Pharaoh and 
Henry Hiller met at a 
London hospital where they 
were both studying medicine 
in the 1860s. He was from 
Germany, she from South 
America. They each gradu- 
ated with a medical degree, 
and then they were married. 
The Hillers moved to 
Wilmington in 1873. They 
first rented the old Flagg 
farm on Main Street, where 
the Salvation Army store is 
today. Dr. Henry Hiller 
developed a patent medicine 
business, which he called 
the New England Medical 
Institute, with a laboratory 
on Tremont Row in Boston. 
He sold an elixir containing 
oil of cocabia, which could

relieve the symptoms of 
syphilis. Widely advertised, 
the medicine became quite 
popular, making the Hillers 
quite wealthy. 

The Hillers built an elabo- 
rate house on Main Street. 
In the front hall was a five- 
foot carving of a crocodile 
on the banister. There were 
other elaborate carvings, 
inside and out. The property 
had 16 acres. There was a 
windmill in the back yard 
and an elaborate fountain in 
the side yard. Behind the 
house was a building with a 
device that manufactured 
gas for lighting and cooking. 
Dr. Henry Hiller later built a 
building for his laboratory, 
facing Church Street. It had 
four turrets, to resemble a 
Barvarian castle. That 
building, minus two turrets, 


is now the Masonic Hall. _

Earthquake rattles region

BOSTON / PORTLAND, 
Maine (AP) — The rattling 
from a Maine earthquake 
shortly after 7 p.m. last 
night also rattled local resi- 
dents in this area. 

Residents of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury reported the 
“five seconds of shaking”, 
while some residents said 
they noticed nothing. 

Area residents were quick- 
ly aware of the happenings 
as television broke into pro- 
gramming to inform the 


public of the event. 
No local damage was 
reported. 


In Maine, it was a bit dif- 
ferent. 

Patrons of a pizza parlor 
near the epicenter of an 
earthquake in southern 
Maine may not have known 
what was happening. But 
the shaking building was 
enough to send all 20 of them 
skedaddling outside. 

"It was loudest bang you 
ever heard in your life. We 
actually thought it was an 
explosion of some type," 
said Jessica Hill, owner of 
Waterboro House of Pizza. 
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ALL WHEEL DRIVE, HEATED 
EATS, FOG LAMPS, POWER 
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"The back door and door to 
the basement blew open,” 
she said. 

The earthquake that shook 
southern Maine Tuesday 
night and was felt in New 
England states as far away 
as Connecticut caused no 
apparent damage or 
injuries, but it rattled resi- 
dents throughout the region. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the 4.0 magnitude 
quake hit around 7:12 p.m. 
and its epicenter, about 3 
miles west of Hollis Center, 
Maine, was about 3 miles 
deep. That location is about 
20 miles west of Portland. 
The quake was first estimat- 
ed to be 4.6 magnitude but 
was downgraded by morn- 
ing. 

Brief, but noticeable shak- 
ing was felt in downtown 
Boston and the surrounding 
area. 

John Spinelli, who lives in 
Tewksbury, said he and his 
son thought a tree had fallen 
on their house. 

In Melrose, just north of 
Boston, Peter Ward said the 
shaking he felt seemed to 
last about four seconds. "It 
felt like a big gust of wind 
shaking the house. I don't 
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want to overstate it, but the 
glass did rattle a little," he 
said. , 

East Coast quakes are 
rarely strong enough to be 
felt over a wide area. A 
quake of magnitude 5.8 on 
Aug. 23, 2011, was centered 
in Virginia and felt all along 
the coast, including in New 
York City and_ Boston. 
Experts say the region's 
geology can make the 
effects felt in an area up-to 
10 times larger than quakes 
of similar size on the West 
Coast. 

In Saco, Sue Hadiaris said, 
"The whole house shook. 
..It was very unnerving 
because you could feel the 
floor shaking. There was a 
queasy feeling.” 

Afterward, Hadiaris called 
her 15-year-old niece in 
Falmouth to make sure she 
was safe. "She said, 'We can 
cross that off our bucket list. 
We've lived through an 
earthquake,"" Hadiaris said. 

Earthquakes are rare ‘in 
New England but they're not 
unheard of. 

In 2006 there was a series 
of earthquakes around 
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Wilmington's Hiller House _ 
heritage chilling 
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ing committee in 1877, then 
to the library committee and 
in 1888, he became a member 
of the cemetery committee. 

As for Dr. France Hiller, 
there is one record of the 
town having paid her $5 to 
set the broken leg of some- 
one at the town farm, the 
poor house. 

Dr. France Hiller had a fas- 
cination with the supernatu- 
ral and was concerned, about 
what would happen to her 
body after death. She could 
not bear the thought of being 
buried in the cold earth. In 
1886, the Hillers contracted 
with a Scottish woodcarver 
named James MacGreggor 
to carve two massive coffins 
of mahogany. Additionally, 
there would be lined inner 
coffins, each with a metal 
hammock. On the cover of 
the inner coffins were elabo- 
rate carvings, including por- 
traits of Dr. Hiller and Dr. 
‘Mrs. Hiller: sai bare ea 


. In the fall of 1888, so 
‘asked Dr. ] enry Hi 
coffin was finished. He 
replied that it would be ready 


when it was needed. Not long 
after that, on Nov. 5, 1888, he 
died. The story was that he 
had fallen while exiting his 
carriage and did not recover. 
The cause listed on his death 
certificate was  Bright’s 
Disease (kidney failure) and 
heart failure. He was 43. The 
death certificate was signed 
by Dr. Daniel Buzzell. 

The coffin was not ready. 
His funeral was held 10 
months after his death. Work 
proceeded on the outer 
coffins and on France 
Hiller’s inner coffin. 

France Hiller took her hus- 
band’s seat on the cemetery 
committee and proceeded to 
make several improvements 
in the Wildwood Cemetery. 
She bought 16 acres along 


“Wildwood Street, donating 


the land to the cemetery. 
When the soil at the ceme- 
tery needed improvement, 
she held a party at the town 
hall, with the price of admis- 
sion being a cartload of 
barnyard manure, delivered 
to the cemetery. 

She was very generous, and 
would buy houses in town, fix

them up and then give them 
back to the former owners. 
She paid for many improve- 
ments in town. A newspaper 
published by the Methodist 
Church in 1889 said she had 
donated $500 to pay off the 
mortgage on the church. 

Three days after the death 
of Dr. Henry Hiller, Stella 
Thurston, wife of Rev. 
William Thurston, minister 
of the Methodist Church, 
give birth to a baby boy. He 
was named Henry Hiller 
Thurston. 

Dr. France Hiller continued 
the bottled medicine busi- 
ness, and would go to Boston 
frequently on the train. One 
change that took place was 
that the labels now carried 
her name, F. B. Hiller, not 
that of Henry. There were 
eight doctors in the laborato- 
ry, compounding the elixir. 
She also employed several 
people to run the house in 
Wilmington. One of these 
was her coachman, a: young 


© ‘man named Peter, or, Pierre; »: 


Surrette. The Surrettes were 
one of several French fami- 
lies that had come from Eel 
River, Nova Scotia. 

Then in 1893, nearly five 
years after the death of 
Henry Hiller, France Hiller 
announced that she would 
marry Peter Surrette, and 
that he would change his 
name to Henry Hiller. He 
was 24; she was at least in 
her forties. 

The wedding was an elabo- 
rate affair, and was covered 
by many newspapers. The 
town records show two dates 
for the marriage, March 15 
and April 2, 1893. The first 
wedding was in the law office 
of Bordman Hall in Boston, 
where an ante-nuptial agree- 
ment was executed. The sec- 
ond wedding was on Easter 
Sunday. On the marriage 
license, France Hiller stated 
that this was her third mar- 
riage. Was she counting the 
March 15 ceremony, or was 
there a previous marriage? 

One complication that 
arose was. with Polly 
McIntosh, France Hiller’s 
niece. Her name had been 
Agnes Mathinson, and she 
married Schamiel McIntosh

in 1892. At one point, she 
attempted to attack Mrs. 
Hiller at the Woburn train 
station. She made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to grab Mrs. 
Hiller’s hair, and after the 
widow was safely in her car- 
riage, Polly beat on the win- 
dow with her umbrella. The 
incident was reported in the 
Boston Globe. 

France Hiller decided to 
grow cranberries. She 
bought land that is now 
Rotary Park and proceeded 
to have a bog built. Some of 
the local farmers laughed at 
her, knowing there had been 
a cranberry blight that 
wiped out all the old cranber- 
ry bogs. But with the cran- 
berries gone, the blight had 
died off, too, and now very 
few people were growing 
cranberries. She did quite 
well with her cranberry busi- 
ness. 

She had a warehouse - 
workshop built on Middlesex 
Avenue where the cranberry 
crop could: be processed and 
crated. Also in the same 
building was the woodcarver 
MacGreggor and his crew. 
She would sit near the ware- 
house under a_ sunshade 
umbrella and watch her 
employees tend the cranber- 
ries. That building was later 
converted into apartments 
by Henry Hiller 2, and was 
only torn down in recent 
years. 

France Hiller planned her 
funeral in great detail. Her 
burial clothes were prepared 
long in advance of her death, 
and she would have herself 
dressed in them. Then she 
would lie in the coffin in the 
parlor and look at herself in 
a mirror, exclaiming at the 
perfection. After such a

They were led once 
again by Ahern, who contin- 
ued his great night with 
another sack, as well as by 
Blake Walker who came up 
with a big interception near 
the Wildcats goal line after 
Wakefield had recovered a 
fumble deep in Wilmington 
territory.

Final few minutes will be remembered 


Rams pull off incredible OT 
thriller over North Shore

BILLERICA - They had 
them all the way. It was 
never in doubt. 

At least that’s the way 
members of the Shawsheen 
Tech Football team will be 
able to tell the story some- 
day when they look back on 
the thriller of a finish in 
Saturday’s 34-28 overtime 
victory over North Shore 
Tech on Homecoming day at 
Samuel J. Cassidy Field.

But on sec- 
ond-and-10, North Shore 
quarterback Tim Andersen 
hit receiver Yardany 
Sanchez for a 79-yard touch- 
down pass_ when _ the 
Shawsheen defender slipped 
down at midfield. The ensu- 
ing two-point conversion 
rush gave the Bulldogs a 28- 
21 lead with 1:26 left in the 
game. 

It looked like a disastrous 
finish to an exciting game, 


but Shawsheen was far from 
done. 

Taking over on their own

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Homemade peanut butter a healthy snach 


Peanut butter is not only a 
staple of children's lunches, 
but it also is a healthy food.

2. Set aside about a table- 
spoon of vegetable or peanut 
oil. 


3. Shell the peanuts, if nec- 
essary, and put them into a 
food processor. 


4. Pulse the food processor 
to start chopping the peanuts. 
Scrape down the bowl to 
ensure that all of the peanuts 
get finely chopped. 


5. Add the vegetable oil to 
help make a smooth butter 
and continue to blend until 


smooth. 


6. Taste the peanut butter 
and mix in salt or a small 
amount of sweetener depend- 
ing on personal preference. 
Honey makes a good sweet 
alternative to sugar. 


7. Peanut butter. .can 
remain fresh in a sealed con- 
tainer for roughly one month. 
It also can be frozen.
